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Priests

L.A. province 
bishops encourage

The 13 Catholic bishops of the 
Province of Los Angeles, including three 
from the Diocese of San Diego, have 
declared that priests cannot celebrate 
Mass for Dignity because that 
organization repudiates the 
teaching of the church regarding 
homosexual acts. 

A statement, dated June 19, but 
released by the Archdiocese of Los 
Angeles June 23, reiterates a position that 
Bishop Leo T. Maher of San Diego has 
taken for the past 12 years. 

He has been asserting that the church 
cannot recognize or in any way cooperate 
with Dignity, which often has identified 
itself as a Catholic organization, because 
of its refusal to accept and efforts to 
change the church’s teaching on human 
sexuality; however, participation in the 
full life of the church by chaste 
homosexuals is welcomed. 

In a 1981 statement on homosexuality 
and Dignity, Bishop Maher re-confirmed 
the teachings of the church in this matter 
including disapproval of any ‘‘organized 
homosexual groups,’’ such as Dignity, 
‘‘which seek a legitimation of their 
lifestyles.’’ 

Bishop Maher said that though this 
situation of priests celebrating Masses for 
Dignity does not exist in the San Diego

ALCALA PARK — Bishop Leo T. 
Maher, who condemned San Diego 
police’s pain compliance methods — 
which he called torture — in arresting 
non-violent, anti-abortion demonstrators, 
called on Catholics for a massive letter- 
writing Campaign against such tactics. 

In a letter, accompanying the June 16 
statement sent to some 45 San Diego 
parishes, Bishop Maher asked pastors to 
read the statement at Masses June 17 and 
18 and urge their parishioners to write 
letters to San Diego Police Chief Bob 
Burgreen and City Manager John 
Lockwood, protesting the police’s action 
and asking for a change of the police 
policy. 

‘‘We are all obligated to reverse the 
unjust laws that allow abortion clinics to 
kill innocent unborn children,’’ Bishop 
Maher said in his public statement. 

‘‘While we cannot condone the 
violation of civil law, we can condemn the 
proposed use of the painful and cruel 
techniques of nunchakus by our police 
department,’’ he added. 

People ‘‘who violate laws must be 
willing to accept the penalty,’’ but, he 
added, that ‘‘penalty must be imposed by 
our judicial system’’ and not ‘‘by our 
police department,’’ he said. . 

In news media interviews, the bishop 
called ‘‘on the San Diego Police 
Department to eliminate torture and pain 
inflicted on these people unnecessarily.’’

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Report threatens ‘underground’ church in China

While China-watchers were assessing 
the impact on potential Sino-Vatican 
relations of the crackdown on China’s 
pro-democracy movement, a Communist 
Party document surfaced calling for a 
crackdown on the _ pro-Vatican 


’ ““ynderground’’ church. 


Meanwhile, two Catholics — one an 
American priest, the other a Hong Kong 
Chinése —. gave eyewitness accounts of 
hope and horror among pro-democracy 
demonstrators in Tiananmen Square, the 
giant plaza in China’s capital, Beijing. 

Even before the early June move 


against pro-democracy demonstrators, 
the Chinese Communist Party called for 
an ‘‘attack’’ on activist pro-Vatican 
Chinese Catholics. 


. The call came in a new policy paper on 
Chinese-Vatican relations, ‘“‘underground 
church forces,’’ and China’s government- 
approved Catholic organizations, which 
have no formal ties to the Vatican, said 
Catholic sources in Hong Kong. 


The sources, who declined to be 
named, said that, among other things, the 
focus of the paper, called Document No. 
3 (89), is to ‘‘firmly attack the 
underground Catholic forces.”’ 


The paper, issued by the Chinese 
Communist Party’s central committee 
general office Feb. 17, was said to be 
based on a report titled ‘‘Strengthening 
the Work on the Catholic Church in the 
Present Situation.’” The report was 
prepared by the party’s United Front 
Work Department and the government 
Religious Affairs Bureau in December. 

A copy was later obtained by church 
sources. 

The Hong Kong sources said the 
Communist Party paper reiterates its 
position. on restoring ties with the 
Vatican: The Vatican must first break its 
ties with Taiwan and agree not to 


interfere in China’s internal and religious 
affairs. 

The conditions appear to mean, in 
part, accepting the election of bishops 
within the Chinese church. 

The sources also said the document 
asks concerned parties to monitor 
development of the ‘‘underground 
Catholic forces’’ and proposes ‘‘isolating 
a small number and attacking the 
individual reactionaries.’’

ALCALA PARK — The four 
transitional deacons, to be ordained 
priests for the San Diego diocese July 1, 
viewed their final stages of formation as 
helps in their future ministry which they 
perceive as a call to grow in their own 
spirituality and to evangelize others. 

Deacons Joseph Brady, Michael 
Huggins, John Dolan and Joseph Masar 
will be ordained by Bishop Leo T. Maher 
during a 10 a.m. Mass at San Rafael 
Church, Rancho Bernardo. 

A priest is challenged ‘‘to focus on 
allowing Jesus to be the center of 
everything we do,’’ Deacon Dolan told 
Southern Cross June 23. 

He sees his vocation as an opportunity 
to lead worship and ‘‘reach out to cultural 
groups,’’ youth and the elderly. 

Deacon Brady ranks evangelization as 


a priest’s greatest challenge, saying this 


occurs on a one-to-one basis and in small 
neighborhood Christian communities. 

His goals are to be ‘‘a teacher, healer, 
reconciler and one who calls people to 
holiness.’’ 

Deacon Masar believes a priest’s role is 
to help people understand ‘“‘how much 
God loves them’’ through administering 
the sacraments, preaching and being 
available and open ‘‘so they feel invited to 
talk to you.”’ 

Deacon Huggins said the life of St. 
John Vianney, a 19th-century priest in 
Ars, France, and patron of parish priests, 
has influenced his belief that ‘‘the most 
authentic ministry to people is the way the 
Holy Spirit works within me.”’ 

Priests today should witness a “‘life of 
hope and excitement’’ which will result in 
a ‘‘vibrant parish life’’ and more religious

Cardinal Manning dies

ALCALA PARK — ‘‘Gardinal 
Timothy Manning’s death has silenced a 
great poetic teacher and preacher of the 
church,”’ said Bishop Leo T. Maher June 
23, the day that spinal cancer claimed the 
life of the 79-year-old retired archbishop 
of Los Angeles. 

Bishop Maher was to be among the 
many bishops and priests concelebrating 
the Mass of Christian Burial at 11 a.m. 
June 29 at St. Vibiana’s Cathedral in 
downtown Los Angeles, where Cardinal 
Manning was ordained a_ priest, 
consecrated a bishop and installed as 
archbishop, a position he held for 15 years 
before being succeeded at age 75 by 
Archbishop Roger Mahony in 1985. 

Cardinal Manning’s ‘‘melodious voice 
carried the Gospel message to millions of 
people, and he was truly a teacher who 
gave witness to his evangelical teaching,”’ 
Bishop Maher said. 

‘*A prince of the church who lived a 
simple and humble life of prayer in the 
presence of God, his personal holiness 
was witnessed by those who knew him. 

“‘He inspired priests and laity alike by 
his life, his teaching, his great love of the 
Eucharistic Lord, his holy mother Mary 
and the church. 

‘‘He has left us good memories, kind 
words, signs of affection, gestures of 
sympathy, peaceful silence and joyful 
celebrations. 

‘““He left us memories of trust, 
confidence in the Lord, memories of love, 
acceptance, forgiveness and hope. 

‘‘He leaves memories that are life- 
giving, memories that sustain and 

‘nurture, memories that root us in Christ. 

“‘He is mourned by all the West in 
particular, but (also by those who had the) 
great joy to have known him and loved 
him,’’ Bishop Maher concluded. 

During Cardinal Manning’s ministry 
as archbishop — which began in 1970 
when he succeeded Cardinal James 
Francis McIntyre — the Los Angeles 
archdiocese grew to be the largest see in

the United States and now has more than 
3 million Catholics. 

Cardinal Manning spent much of his 
retirement years in preaching and 
offering retreats throughout the nation. 
During this time, he lived in a one- 
bedroom cottage at Holy Family parish in 
a residential neighborhood of South 
Pasadena and grew close to many of his 
neighbors. 

His last appearance was May 21, when 
he preached the homily at an annual 
archdiocesan celebration of ‘‘Mary’s 
Hour,”’ a traditional Marian devotion at 
an open-air theater in Hollywood. 

Cardinal Manning spent half of his life 
as a bishop in Los Angeles — first as an 
auxiliary bishop from 1946 until 1967, 
when he became bishop of the Fresno 
diocese, then as coadjutor archbishop of 
Los Angeles with right of succession from 
1969 until Cardinal MclIntryre’s 
retirement the following year. Pope Paul 
VI made him a cardinal in 1973.

Jacking. The excitement we will bring to 
the priesthood will be responded to in 
terms of vocations,’’ Deacon Huggins 
said.

Deacon Brady, who interned at St.

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Let’s stop the pain now 


Bishop Leo T. Maher took the lead June 16 in being 
the first and so far only known public figure to condemn 
publicly the painful, torturous tactics being used by the 
San Diego Police Department against non-violent 
protestors, such as members of Project Rescue, during 
their arrests for blocking the entrances to offices and 
clinics to prevent scheduled abortions from occurring. 

However, The San Diego Union did editorialize on 
April 13 against such pain compliance methods also 
calling on the San Diego police to halt this practice 
immediately ‘‘and revert to the conventional practice of 
carting off demonstrators instead of torturing them into 
submission.’ 

Yet Police Chief Bob Burgreen refuses to change the 
policy, defending it as necessary and appropriately used. 

Bishop Maher’s statement captured the attention of 
the news media, which reported widely on it. However, 
one small point, designed to attract attention did just 
that for one TV newsman who was blatantly guilty in his 
nitpicking of what he accused the bishop of doing — 
““sross exaggeration.”’ 

Bishop Maher opened his statement by alluding to 
Chinese people’s ‘‘courageous struggle’’ to effect 
change. 

‘All have abhorred the violence inflicted upon those 
(in China) with the courage to stand up for their 
convictions. We must equally condemn our own police 
department’s policy of inflicting pain upon non-violent 
protestors who may transgress civil law when 
demonstrating against unjust laws.’ 

The point evoked an acerbic commentary by 
KGTV-10’s newsman Michael Tuck on the station’s 11 
p-m. news June 16. 

‘*Equally condemn?’’ Tuck asked sarcastically. 

‘In other words, he (Bishop Maher) apparently thinks 
the action of cops bruising a few people’s wrists deserves 
the same kind of scorn we’ve been heaping on Chinese 
thugs who shoot people in the head. ... 

Tuck concluded his commentary, ‘‘So I still don’t 
know which news coverage the bishop has been 
watching to even compare the Chinese military to San 
Diego police. But I’m beginning to wonder if he’s been 
watching any at all.’’ 


Bishop Maher appears to be watching much better 
than Tuck, who would have to be blind to not see in his 
own and other TV stations’ filmed pictures’ and 
newspaper’s still photographs how the San Diego police 
are unnecessarily inflicting severe pain on Project 
Rescue participants as they try to walk encumbered by 
the painful holds of the police officers. 

I’ve personally seen policemen come up to Project 
Rescue protestors, walking in the grasps of other 
officers, and grab them under the cheekbone or by the 
beard and yank up. I recall one Protestant minister, his 
arms stretehed out by two police officers and nunchakus 
tightened around his wrists as he yelled, ‘‘Officer, I’m 
walking and you’re still hurting me.”’ 

Perhaps Tuck needs to go to a Project Rescue 
demonstration and watch how the police’s action is 
bolstered and supported by the pro-abortion forces who 
chant and cheer in the form of a hostile mob as police 
torture the prayerful, anti-abortion protestors. 

Have we forgotten the beatings that civil rights 
demonstrators took in the South by police or by civilians 
as the police watched as non-violent people protested 
with their blood unjust, discriminatory laws? 

The point is that San Diego police are using barbaric, 
inhumane methods against peaceful and prayerful 
people who are not a threat to anyone’s safety, and are 
in fact seeking to fulfill the same pledge a police officer 
takes, to defend and protect human life. That’s not a far 
cry from what’s happening in China. 

Chief Burgreen must restore justice, morality and 
dignity to the police department by halting pain 
compliance methods on non-violent demonstrators. He, 
Mayor O’Connor, City manager John Lockwood and 
City Council members must be flooded with letters, as 
Bishop Maher has urged, and perhaps be exposed to 
public rallies calling for such a change. 

These practices will be tolerated as long as we allow 
them to be. 


A response to Michael Tuck 


On June 17, Msgr. Roger Lechner, pastor of the Church of the 
Resurrection, Escondido, and episcopal vicar of the Escondido 
Deanery, sent this letter to Channel 10’s news commentator, 
Michael Tuck: 


Recently (June 16) you have taken liberty to single 
out Bishop Leo T. Maher for his stands on abortion and 
the police use of nunchakus on the right-to-life 
protestors. 

You have condemned him and in so many words have 
said he has.no right to express his opinion. You, by your 
tone of voice, have said that you have the right to say 
these things in condemnation and he does not. You 
should applaud him and show that this is a free country. 
You should vigorously support his right to free speech. 

Your disapproval of the comparison between ‘the 
Chinese government and the use of force by the San 
Diego police against those who are trying to preserve 
democracy for the unborn, trying to protect .the 
unborns’ civil rights, is false. You say you didn’t see'the 
blood being shed here in San Diego. You are the blind 
one, not the bishop. Yes, there was blood shed in 
Tiananmen Square. Yes, There is blood shed on ‘the 
operating tables of the ‘‘murder mills’’ that the right to 
life is trying to prevent. 

There is innocent blood being shed in China; there is 
innocent blood being shed here in the United States — 
the blood of victims that will rise one day to say that they 
were wronged.

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Faith and persistence 
win doctoral degree

MIRA MESA — When _ David 
Clements began his doctoral studies at the 
University of California-San Diego 
(UCSD) in 1977, he was not sure how 
long it would take him to finish. And he 
had no idea that he would receive a 
standing ovation when he finally would 
receive his Ph.D. 12 years later. 

Clements was born with glycogen 
storage disease, a malady which has 
caused his muscles to atrophy. He has 
spent most of his life as a quadriplegic. 

But on June 17 at UCSD, one of his 
dreams was realized as a doctoral degree 
in English and American Literature was 
conferred on him. 

“David has an incredible sense of 
determination,’’ said his mother, Patti 
Marcoux, in a recent interview in their 
Mira Mesa home. 

“‘Tt would have been easy for him to say 
‘I can’t’, but we always encouraged him 
to try. Now he says, ‘Don’t tell me I 
Ganges 

Clements graduated from UCSD with 
a bachelor’s degree in French and English 
in the spring of 1977. He taught in the 
Muir College writing program and the 
Revelle Humanities program until he 
contracted double pneumonia in 1982. 

“T was staying up late correcting 
papers until 3 a.m. and getting up in time 
for a 9 a.m. class,’’ Clements recalled. 

After a four-month stay in the hospital, 
including six weeks in intensive care, 


Clements adjusted his schedule. The 
hospital stay was a major setback for him, 
he admitted. ‘‘It was a time of real soul- 
searching — I wondered if it was worth 
continuing.”’ 

Clements credits the prayerful support 
of fellow parishioners of Good Shepherd 
parish, Mira Mesa, the loving 
encouragement of his parents and friends 
and the medical care he received at Sharp 
Hospital for his recovery. Since then, he 
has slept with the assistance of a ventilator 
at night and takes a required nap every 
afternoon. 

A graduate opportunity fellowship 
made it possible for him to continue his 
research without the additional strain of 
teaching. 

Clements typed his 184-page 
dissertation on his home computer: 
‘‘Nature and the Art of Deception; The 
Restoration Concept of Wit and 
Language in Locke’s Essay Concerning 
Human Understanding and Wycherlye’s 
Four Plays.’’ 

“‘T had a real desire to finish what I 
started,’’ he said, ‘“‘but getting the 
research done at the library was a major 
obstacle for a handicapped person like 
myself. Fortunately, I’ve had a good 
research assistant the last 18 months.’’ 

A member of the young adult group in 
his parish, Clements said that group has 
been a great source of support to him. He 
also cited the local Marriage Encounter 
community, which his parents, Ron and 
Patti Marcoux, have worked in for the 
past 10 years.

“‘T believe in personal prayer and 
opening yourself up to God,’’ Clement 
said. ‘‘When I first started at UCSD, it 
was hard because there was no official 
spirituality allowed. I found it difficult to 
make friends at first, but I have a lot of 
friends there now.”’ 

Clements, who enjoys watching videos, 
playing computer games, and toying with 
the electronic keyboard, has many friends 
in the parish as well. 

Pedro Santos, who has known 
Clements for 10 years, said, ‘‘David is a 


person who never gives up. He’s always 
going forward. His graduation was a 
victory, a success, an accomplishment for 
all of us who believed he would do it.”’ 

Bill Luna, another friend, described 
Clements as a ‘‘guy with a lot of drive, a 
deeply religious person who never let his 
handicap get in the way. 

““My life has been so enriched by 
knowing him. He changed a lot of the 
presuppositions I had about handicapped 
people. Even when he was in the hospital,

Priest plans to form black Catholic church

WASHINGTON — Father George A. 
Stallings, director of evangelization for 
the Archdiocese of Washington and a 
former president of the National Black 
Catholic Clergy Caucus, announced 
plans June 21 to form a black Catholic 
church over the objections of his 
archbishop. 

The Imani Temple African American 
Catholic Congregation, as Father 
Stallings is calling his church, ‘‘will 
address the cultural needs and aspirations 
of African-American people.”’ 

He said the liturgy of Imani Temple 
will be based on a Mass being used on an 
experimental basis in Zaire. 

Cardinal James A. Hickey of 
Washington said June 20 that ‘‘Father 
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Into Thy hands, O Lord, we commend the spirits of these 
beloved ones who are gone before us into the realm of Thy

Stallings’ action is a serious step toward 
separating himself from the Roman 
Catholic Church.’’ 

Father Stallings said he is not trying to 
create a split within the church in the 
United States. Like U.S. society, the 
U.S. church is already split because of 
racism, he said. 

Imani Temple will give black Catholics 
total control over their faith lives without 
domination by the ‘‘Euro-American 
white male hierarchy,’’ Father Stallings 
said at a June 21 press conference at 
Howard University in Washington. 

The first liturgy of Imani Temple is 
scheduled for July 2 at the university law 
school’s chapel. 

Just as the Roman Catholic Church has 
distinct rites for Latin and Eastern 
churches, he said, it should be possible for 
African Americans to have a specific rite

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that reflects their history, culture and 
needs. 

Cardinal Hickey in a statement said he 
had strongly urged Faher Stallings ‘‘not 
to separate himself from the church, but 
rather to continue our dialogue and to 
take some time for prayer, assessment 
and reflection on his priesthood, his 
personal situation and his relationship 
with the church.”’ 

“Tt remains my hope and prayer that 
Father Stallings will serve the people of 
God within the church and not attempt to 
exercise his priestly ministry through 
some enterprise of his own making,’’ the 
cardinal said. 

Archbishop Eugene A. Marino of 
Atlanta and Auxiliary Bishop John H. 
Ricard of Baltimore, two of the nation’s 
13 African-American bishops, joined 
Cardinal Hickey in expressing 


disappointment that Father Stallings’ 
announcement came just days after the 
U.S. bishops spent two hours discussing 
the needs and gifts of African Americans. 

During its June 16-19 meeting, the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops 
voted to issue a pastoral statement on 
black Catholic evangelization. 

‘“‘Our opportunities as African 
Americans in the church, while not 
perfect, have never been more 
promising,’’ Archbishop Marino’s 
statement said. 

“‘T join Cardinal Hickey and the 
church of Washington in lamenting this 
ill-advised and unfortunate decision 
which will no doubt cause great sadness 
and confusion to many of our black sisters 
and brothers, both within and outside the 
Catholic Church,’’ Archbishop Marino 
said.

SAN DIEGO — Sister Celia DuRea, 
CSJ, has spent the last 10 years of her life 
serving the poor and needy people of 
South America. 

Currently finishing a one-year 
sabbatical, the former San Diego diocesan 
Mission Office employee left the United 
States in 1978 to work with the people of 
Peru in a town called Moho. 

There she joined other Sisters of St. 
Joseph of Carondelet who, because there 
were no priests, served as parish 
administrators at three churches. 

Three years later she traveled to the 
coast of Peru, to the town of Casma, 
where she was involved in parish ministry 
including preparing teen-agers for 
confirmation and working with youth 
groups. 

Sister DuRea also taught music and 


gave guitar and organ lessons. ‘“The 
young people are very musical,’’ she said. 
Two of her students have now taken her 
place as accompanist at the liturgies. 

Sister DuRea told Southern Cross she had 
always thought about being a missionary 
and after a trip to Bolivia and a visit to her 
sisters in Peru, she became very excited 
about the prospect of becoming a 
missionary and received permission to go 
back to Peru. 

Sister DuRea’s sabbatical ends in July 
and she will again travel to South 
America to work in Moho with the youth. 

She said she does not know how long 
she will stay in Peru because she does not 
‘*put time limits’’ on her life. She will be 
in the country for as long as she can serve 
the people, she explained. 

Working with people of a poorer 
country has taught Sister DuRea many 
things but most notedly it has taught her

create new ways of doing things, of 
being,’’ she explained. 

Sister DuRea recalled visiting a jail 
where 35 men shared a large room. When 
she discovered two of the men were 
weavers, she immediately went out and 
bought reed and straw for them to make 
baskets, place mats and seat covers. 

She helped the two men teach the 
others how to weave and would also take 
the finished products to the marketplace. 
Soon the men were able to buy their own 
straw and keep some money for 
themselves. 

‘Their attitude toward life changed 
completely,’’ she said. ““They began to 
ask questions about their faith.”’ 

Sister DuRea said that she is there to 
help the Peruvian people preserve and, at 
the same time, renew their culture. 

Her mission, she explained, is to help 
the Peruvians become ministers to their 
own people.

Bishops: Church can 
not recognize Dignity

diocese, it is posing a pastoral problem in 
other dioceses, such as the Los Angeles 
archdiocese, and the area bishops thought 
a unified statement would be an effective 
and appropriate response. 

Msgr. Daniel Dillabough, judicial 
vicar of the San Diego diocese who helped 
draft the document, said the statement is 


“on ministry to the gay and lesbian. 


community,’’ as it encourages ministry to 
that community in conformity with 
church teaching. 

In their statement, the bishops 
commended those clergy, Religious and 
laity who have been ministering to the 
homosexual community in a manner 
consistent with church teaching and 
encouraged others to do so even by 
forming organizations that will help 
homosexual and lesbian Catholics “‘live 
chaste lives.”’ 

The bishops stressed that though 
‘‘disparity’’ exists between the church 
and Dignity, ‘‘no enmity exists between 
us and our brothers and sisters who are 
homosexual or lesbian.”’ 

They affirmed respect for homosexuals 
and their rights as stated in a U.S. 


bishops’ pastoral letter issued in 1976. 

‘“‘Homosexuals, like everyone else, 
should not suffer from prejudice against 
their basic human rights. They have a 
right to respect, friendship and justice. 
They should have an active role in the 
Christian community.’’ 

The province’s bishops asserted church 
teaching that though ‘‘homosexual 
orientation in itself is not to be regarded 


- as asinful condition, ... genital activity by 


unmarried persons ... is morally wrong. 

The chastity of the unmarried 
(heterosexual or homosexual) is the 
Christian moral obligation to which 
Christ calls us.’’ 

The bishops said they had no other 
choice in prohibiting ‘‘diocesan or 
Religious priests’? in the province from 
celebrating ‘‘Mass for Dignity in any 
setting or for any reason’’ because the 
organization at its last national conven- 
tion in July 1987 adopted a resolution 
‘‘repudiating this clear and constant mor- 
al teaching of the church ... .”’ 

The Province of Los Angeles includes 
the Los Angeles Archdiocese and the 
dioceses of San Diego, Orange, San 
Bernardino, Fresno and Monterey.

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~* Mission circle aids hospitals in Ghana

EL CAJON — The recently formed 
mission circle at St. Kieran Church here 
is working to close the gap between 
modern medicine and outdated practices 
used in rural Catholic hospitals in a 
diocese in Ghana, West Africa. 

The 13-member mission circle has 
contributed more than $10,000 to Father 
Cletus Egbi, health administrator of the 
Diocese of Keta-Ho in Ghana for use by 
the diocese’s hospitals. Fund-raising 
activites included a yard sale held June 24 
and 25 at the church. 

Lynn Riggins, mission circle president 
and a medical equipment salesman, 
worked for Father Egbi last fall as a lay 
missionary with the New York-based 
Catholic Medical Mission Board. 

Riggins served as a lab, x-ray and 
operating room technician and assisted 
patients at Margret Marcourt Hospital in 
Kpandu. : 

He said he obtained finances from St. 
Kieran’s Mission Circle and the Catholic 
Hospital Association of St. Louis, Mo., 
for Father Egbi’s trip to the United States 
and his attendance at the annual Catholic 
Hospital Association convention held in 
Seattle June 11-14. 

Father Egbi said the CHA convention 
addressed topics’such as the uniqueness of 
Catholic hospitals and the formation of 
goals and objectives ‘‘in discarding old 
ideas and taking new risks.’’ 

Using these principles, he will explore 
the feasibility of health insurance in his 
diocese and an exchange program 
between hospital personnel in the United 
States and Ghana. 

Such a joint venture would enable 
African hospital administrators to learn 
finance methods used in U.S. medical 
centers and give American physicians 
experience with tropical medicine, 
Riggins said. 

Catholic hospitals in rural regions of 
the Keta-Ho diocese are ‘“‘light years 
behind us in the practice of medicine,”’ 
Riggins said, referring to the lack of 
trained surgeons, specialists, x-ray

This facility will also receive a blood 
bank refrigerator Riggins obtained from 
the community hospital in Brawley and 
spare parts purchased by mission circle 
funds, he added. 

Despite their outdated practices, 
Catholic hospitals in the Keta-Ho diocese 
provide better service than their public 
counterparts, Father Egbi said. 

“Nobody is turned away. Patients are 
welcomed and treated warmly’’ and 
billed according to their financial means. 

Common illnesses in Ghana include 
malaria, malnutrition, diabetes and 
-hypertension, the priest explained, 
adding the average lifespan there is 70 
years. 

Riggins said Sacred Heart Hospital in 
Spokane. Wash., donated 400 used 
mattresses and some kidney dialysis 
machines for the hospitals in Father 
Egbi’s diocese. 

He will try to use the machines as 
barter with the recipient public hospitals 
who will be asked to allow Catholic 
hospital patients to use them without 
charge. Riggins also hopes the public 
medical centers will construct housing for 
nurses in the Catholic hospitals in 
exchange for the machines. 

Before Father Egbi returns to Ghana 
July 7, he will visit Mercy Hospital to 
observe medical procedures there and 
learn what practices ‘‘can be 
implemented at home.’’ 

Riggins said he will return to the Keta- 
Ho diocese’s Catholic hospitals Aug. 15 
to teach physicians and nurses there the 
use and care of medical equipment. 

He expects to spend two months each 
year training medical personnel in these 
facilities on the use of donated 
equipment. 

“Tt’s part of the calling to a Third 
World country — the forgotton 
countries,’’ he said. In this nation ‘‘we 
get too caught up in our busy lives’’ to 
help others. 

Meanwhile, St. Kieran’s Mission 
Circle will continue to share in his 
apostolate through their prayers and 


‘fund-raising activities, Riggins said.

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Court rules 
in favor of 
dial-a-porn 


WASHINGTON — The U.S. Supreme 
Court ruled June 23 that Congress cannot 
ban adult access to ‘‘dial-a-porn’’ that is 
“‘indecent”’ but not ‘‘obscene.”’ 

The high court declined to define where 
indecency crosses over into obscenity in the 
billion-dollar industry of sexually explicit 
telephone messages. 

The court’s ruling overturned a 1988 
law, passed by overwhelming margins in 
both houses of Congress, which in effect 
treated the pay-per-call phone messages on 
the same level as broadcasting, where 
indecent programming is forbidden in 
order to protect children. 

Existing technology that screens calls, 
scrambles messages and requires advance 
identification or credit card payment 
appears to be sufficient to protect children 
from access to ‘‘dial-a-porn”’ operations, 
the court said.

While we were enjoying the pleasant spring weather 
immediately after Easter this year, the toll of missionary murders 
continued. In- Mozambique, formerly Portuguese East Africa, 
no less than four missionary Capuchin priests were killed. 

They had shared their ‘‘last supper’’ together a few days 
previously and then on the Monday following the glory of Easter 
they were caught in a battle between local insurgents and 
government forces. Three were killed immediately and one was 
missing, later to be found dead a short distance from the mission. 

A few days later, during that week after Easter, a Canadian 
missionary priest was killed at Kawasaki, a suburb of Tokyo, 
Japan; a priest who had served the local people for 40 years. His 
murder was part of a robbery attempt and it meant the end of 67 
years.of life for the dedicated missionary. 

So the toll of murdered missionaries continues. Scarcely a 
week passes without news of such deaths, whereas our most 
dangerous weekly moments as Catholics occur while we try to get 
out of the church parking lot after Mass on Sunday!

Ghostbusters film a slimy hit

If you love Jell-O, amusement park fun 
houses and the cast of ‘‘Ghostbusters II’’ 
(Columbia), you’ll have a ball watching 
this entertaining sequel to the 1984 hit. 

Once again written by Harold Ramis 
and Dan Aykroyd, directed by Ivan 
Reitman and starring the same zany 
players, ‘‘Ghostbusters II’’ is a fun-filled 
frolic set on and under the slime-infested 
streets of Manhattan. 

Five years after they de-spooked a New 
York high-rise and Dana .Barrett’s 
refrigerator, the ghostbusters are 
forgotten heroes and Dana (Sigourney 
Weaver) is the divorced mom of baby 
Oscar (William and Henry 
Deutschendorf). Dr. Ray Stantz, (Dan 
Aykroyd) supplements his occult 
bookshop income by appearing with 
Winston Zeddemore (Ernie Hudson) at 
kids’ birthday parties. But the kids want a 
‘*he-man,’’ not has-beens, and invariably 
hoot the guys out the door. 

Dana’s former suitor, parapsychologist 


Dr. Peter Venkman (Bill Murray), hosts 
a low-budget cable TV show, ‘‘World of 
the Psychic;’? and brainy Dr. Egon 
Spengler (Harld Ramis) is back on the 
university circuit researching the effect of 
emotion on the psychomagnetic energy 
field. Say what? 

When her baby is snafued by a 
mysterious supernatural force, Dana 
reunites with her former pals and the rest 
is history. It seems that New York’s bad 
karma has encouraged some ghoulish 
pink slime that looks like Jell-O to 
proliferate in an abandoned subway 
tunnel. The spirit of an evil 16th-centruy 
Carpathian, Vigo (Wilhelm Von 
Homburg), is the brains behind the 
menacing slime and must be stopped 
before he takes over baby Oscar’s body 
and ravages New York in earnest. 

Poking fun at everything from the dirt 
and despicable denizens of the Big Apple 
to trendy yuppie culture, the film follows 
the four spook chasers and their nerdy 
lawyer, Louis (Rick Moranis), as they 
rezap their way back into the hearts of 
cynical New Yorkers. 


The ghostly special effects are comical 
and, except for Vigo’s nasty spirit, non- 
menacing. Murray plays the only 
character that may be too hot for kids to 
handle. His mildly sarcastic lines often 
include sexual innuendoes. Aykroyd 
again is amazingly believable as the 
awestruck ghostbuster. Ramis looks the 
part of the scientific whiz who as a kid 
flattened his Slinky. Weaver holds up her 
end as the Dorothy character in this dizzy 
“Wizard of Oz’’ clone. The only 
distractions are Moranis as the guys’ 
impossibly dopey lawyer and Annie Pots 
as their ditzy secretary, Janine. 

Like the original ‘‘Ghostbusters,’’ this 
installment climaxes with a_ surprise 
visitor that is a marvel of special effects. 
With its satiric edge and various ‘‘in’’ 
jokes, ‘‘Ghostbusters II’’ will even be 
palatable for those who managed to miss 
the first film.

Book examines pro-abortion co 


THE CASE AGAINST ABORTION: A 
LOGICAL ARGUMENT FOR LIFE, 
by Lori Van Winden; Ligouri, MO: 
Ligouri Publications, 1988 (143 pp., 
$4.95pb) 


In 1973 the U.S. Supreme Court may 
ave thought that it was settling a thorny 
ee when, in the Roe vs. Wade decision, 
| legalized abortion. As recent events 
ave shown, the issue is far from settled. 
| Part of the tragedy of the abortion 
discussion’’ is that many of the real 

Brucs are buried under a barrage of 
highly charged.emotional arguments that 
only create confusion. 

For example, a recent Los Angeles Times 
poll (March 19, 1989) indicated that most 
people believe that abortion is immoral “‘ 

. in fact, ‘murder’ ’’; yet they also 
believe ‘‘that each woman should be 
allowed to decide for herself whether to 
have an abortion.’’ The strident 
emotionalism of the issue has led to such 
twisted thinking. 

Lori Van Winden has eschewed the 
emotional route and has written a book 
that critically examines the pro-abortion 
arguments. Using reason and logic, she 
dissects those arguments and reveals the 
faulty premises they are constructed on. 

She begins, though, with one chapter 
describing fetal development and another 
describing abortion’ techniques. These 
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chapters are important in establishing a 
proper perspective from which ‘to 
proceed. 

Perhaps the two most frequently heard 
arguments in favor of abortion concern 
when life actually begins and the freedom 
of choice. Van Winden makes a very 


strong case, which is much in conformity 
with church teaching, that life begins at 
conception. Such a convincing argument 
tends to sweep away many other 
objections because one is then squarely 
facing the question of murder. ~ 

The freedom of choice argument has 
been a powerful one (perhaps it is good 
that this book is written by a woman, 
because that eliminates the frequently 
heard charge that men are using the anti- 
abortion crusade to achieve power over 
women). 


By logically following the pro-choice 
argument, Van Winden clearly shows 
that the real issue is not choice but 
responsibility. ‘‘Freedom of choice”’ 
frequently becomes contraception after 
the fact — a running away from the 
responsibilities of one’s actions. 

Van Winden effectively answers all of 
the other pro-abortion arguments one by 
one. She quotes freely from Scripture as 
she develops the moral case against 
abortion but she also uses many secular 
studies. The book closes with chapters on 
the effect of abortion on the mother and 
the effect of the pro-abortion mentality on 


society. 


This book deserves a wide reading 
because it puts the issues in their proper 
perspective and exposes a number of 
fallacies. It cuts. through the confusion 
with incisive clarity and allows one to see 
what is really being said, and most 
importantly, what is not being said.

efficient study habits 


Dear Tom, 


I am an average student, mostly B’s 
and C’s. My older sister gets straight A’s. 
My problem is not really that my parents 
say I should get grades like her. It’s more 
that they think I can get A’s. They make 
me study for three hours every night and 
it does no good. I still don’t get a good 
grade. I tell them I did my best and 
studied, but they refuse to believe that not 
everyone can get A’s, no matter how hard 
they study. What should I do? (Missouri) 


First suggestion: Arrange a meeting of 
you, your parents and a counselor or 
teacher who has access to the results of the 
standardized tests you have taken in your 
career as a student. 

Those tests give some indication of 
whether you indeed are capable of getting 
A’s and B’s, or whether you are more 
likely to be capable of C and D work. 

Perhaps the counselor or teacher can 
persuade your parents to lighten up on 
their expectations concerning you. Z 

But suppose the indications are that 
your abilities lie in the A and B range and 
your parents continue to think you are 
capable of better work. What then? 

Second suggestion: Ask your teacher or 
counselor to recommend a book on the art 
of studying well and efficiently. It may be 
possible for you to study less and get 
better grades. 

If they cannot recommend any books, 


ask them to suggest methods of more 
effective studying. 

Third suggestion: Make your study 
time quality time. Much will depend on 
your inner attitude and your willingness 
to concentrate and make an effort. 

If you are given to much daydreaming 
and sit twiddling your hair, learning will 
not take place. If you visit the fridge every 
four minutes and are within hearing and 
viewing range of a television that is on, 
learning will not take place. 

If you seek out flimsy excuses for 
interrupting your studies regularly, 
learning will not take place. 

So examine fearlessly your attitude 
toward studying in the evening. 

Fourth suggestion: Make your time in 
class quality class time. Here again it will 
be well to examine fearlessly your attitude 
toward the time you spend with teacher 
and classmates. 

Daydreaming and doodling are out. 
Make a strong effort to concentrate. 
Don’t waste time passing notes. 

Final suggestion: Keep’ in mind the 
goal of better grades with less studying 
and increased efficiency and 
concentration.

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Bishops 
focus on 


black 
Catholics

SOUTH ‘ORANGE, N.J. — 
Evangelization and Catholic minorities 
were dominant themes as the National 
Conference of Catholic Bishops met June 
16-19 at Seton Hall University in South 
Orange. But the bishops also approved a 
politically delicate statement urging 
improved U.S.-Vietnam relations and a 
document on bishop-theologian relations. 

The unquestioned highlight of the 
meeting was a brilliant, impassioned, 
loving testimonial of African-American 
Catholic faith by a dying black nun whose 
grandfather was a slave. 

Fifty-one-year-old Sister Thea 
Bowman, keynote speaker in a two-hour 
study session June 17 on evangelization of 
African-Americans, brought tears to the 
eyes of many bishops and observers as she 
spoke and sang to them and, at the end, 
had them all link hands and join her in 
singing ‘‘We Shall Overcome.”’ 

Sister Bowman — a Franciscan Sister 
of Perpetual Adoration, teacher, gospel 
singer, author, lecturer and faculty 
member of the Institute for Black 
Catholic Studies at Xavier University in 
New Orleans — enthralled the bishops 
with her half-hour speech. She spoke to 
them about black sufferings and hopes, 
contributions and needs, history and 
future, and above all faith, in the U.S. 
Catholic Church. 

Her talk itself witnessed the richness of 
African-American culture. To describe 
the feeling of many black Catholics about 
the church she sang the black spiritual, 
‘‘Sometimes I Feel Like a Motherless 
Child.’’ At times she used the ringing 
cadences of the black Baptist preacher, at 
times the scolding or cajoling tone of the 
black wife or mother. 

Dressed in an elegant African- 
American gown, her voice clear and 
resonant, eyes sparkling and hands 
animated, Sister Bowman’s only betrayal 
of the advanced bone cancer ravaging her 
body was the wheelchair she sat in as she 
spoke. 

Cardinal Bernard F. Law of Boston 
told the bishops afterward that in his 
many years of bishops’ meetings it was 
the first time ‘‘I was moved to tears of 
gladness in this assembly.”’ 

In a formal response to the presentation 
on evangelization of black Catholics, the

bishops approved a plan to refine a draft 
document on the subject, ‘‘Here I Am, 
Send Me,’’ to be debated and voted on 
when the bishops meet again this fall in 
Baltimore. 

The re-evangelization of Hispanic 
Catholics was another major concern as 
the bishops devoted much of their 
afternoon session June 17 to discussing 
progress in implementing their 1987 
National Pastoral Plan for Hispanic 
Ministry. 

Among concerns in Hispanic ministry 
was the estimated yearly loss of some 
60,000 Hispanic Catholics to aggressively 
proselytizing fundamentalist groups. 

Experts in Hispanic culture and 
ministry emphasized to the bishops that a 
comprehensive plan of ministry must be 
put in place if the Hispanic Catholic 
community is to assume its rightful place 
in the U.S. church. 

Before the general meeting of the 
bishops began, the Hispanic and black 
bishops of the country met for a full day in 
nearby Newark to discuss common 
concerns and strategies, both on church 
issues and social issues. It was the first 
joint meeting of the two increasingly 
important minority groups of bishops. 

Evangelization came to the fore in a 
third way as the bishops approved a three- 
year plan of educational and media 
programs and other observances focusing 
on evangelization as their contribution to 
the approaching 500th anniversary, in 
1992, of the arrival of Christianity in the 
Americas.
